I am sure that you are aware of many other incidents which were 
disclosed within this candid book, as well as of the CTA f s at- 
tempt to suppress it. 

Surely the CIA has overstepped its bounds when it becomes 
involved with trafficking drugs and murdering innocent U.N. rep- 
resentatives (see page 1). Through these and other reprehensible 
actions the CIA has injured the American profile and shattered 
the public’s confidence in its integrity.
